If, however, the articles under any 
one numbered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot 
irrespective of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the 
event of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, 
determine who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the 
auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute.

Daniel Holroyd was the younger son of Isaac Holroyd of Dunamore, 
Co. Meath, by Dorothy, daughter of Daniel Baker of Penn, Bucks.— 
Their elder son was created Baron of Sheffield in 1781 and Earl of 
Sheffield in 1816. Daniel, the subject of this portrait, was born about 
1737, and was killed in action in Havanna July 30, 1762. He is in the 
uniform of the goth Regiment, or Irish Light Infantry (or Colonel 
Morgan’s), raised in Ireland in 1759 and disbanded in 1763. The 
motto of the corps would seem from Lieut. Holroyd’s hat to have been 
‘Celer et audax’ (i.e. Swift and bold). The Regiment was employed 
at the famous siege of Belle Isle in 1761, and was much distinguished 
at the capture of Havanna, where, as above stated, Lieut. Holroyd lost 
his life. It may be pointed out that this striking portrait remained in 
the Shefheld family until the death of the third and last Earl, and 
remained with other family portraits in possession of the Earl’s legatee 
until a few months ago.”
